Tho local organ of the Toxada Ring 
dciiiea overytliing. That is a way 
cnniinals have. They generally deny 
everything. But that storeotypetl 
plea of crinio, "Not gnilty, my 
Lord," cannot alter tho facts, any 
more than it can iutlueuco tho iuevita- 
bio verdict of jjublic opinion. The 
organ's yesterday leader reiterates 
tho staler assetfciou that the meniboi 
for Nannimo mado the charges, know- 

■'ing them to bo false, and never intend- 
ed or desired that there shonld be an 
investigation — that "Walkeni's resolu- 

>.tionfor a commission caught him in a 
tiap. -Now, as to tholirrit, it came out 
in evidenc©itlmt the member for Na- 
n\imd kne# nothing of the charges 
until he saW-them in piint, and that, 

i'on making inquiry, he was led lo be- 

/'lieve thiBni substantially true. As for 

. the second, it will be a sufficient an- 
swer to say that Mr. "Walkem's resolu- 
tion could not have been moved at all 

; without a suspension of the Kules of 
the House, and that if the member for 
Nanaimo, or any other member, had 
said "No," tho Rules could not have 
been suspended. All the palaver 
about his" backing-do wn"in the House 
or anywhere else, is unmitigated lum- 
seuse. lie refused fro;u first- to last 
to bo forced into tho false position of 
making tho charges, for tho very good 
reason that ho never made or intended 

' making them, — not because "he knew 
them to bo false," for ho believed, and 
still believes, them true. Tho organ 
says there was no occasion to publish 
the evidence as taken dowu by tho 
Commission and transmitted to the 

■ Grovernment, obviously for publiea- 
tipn along with the Report; and the 
"reason assigned is that the evidence 
has already appeared in tho "Stand- 
ard." Now, it was notorious that tho 
"Standard's" report of the evidence 
was enough to disgi'ace any journal. 
The very first day's evidence was so 
glaringly mis-reported in that journal 
that the atlentiop of the Commission- 
ers had to be culled to it; and they 
admitted that it was utterly false! 
Throughout tho whole investigation it 
pursued the policy with which it start- 
ed out, of suppressing or f^dsifying 

.every vital point bearing against its 
masters. Now it says the evidence 
was published in its columns, and its 
masters suppress tho official evidence 
to suit their own purposes'. Publish 
that evidence, and tho public oau 
then draw their own conclusions. Pub- 
lish that evidence, and it will justify eve- 
ry position wo have taken. But the Gov- 
ernment dare not publish iti In regard to 
the organ's denial of tho Chief Justice's 
lecture to DeCosmos, at the last sitting, 
we will quote from the published report:

Chief Ju.'-tico. The above vci-sion of it 
was published more tiian a iimiith ago, ami 
it roinaiuf-d unchallenged uiit i I now. Will 
anybody believe that, if it were not sub- 
stantially (Murcct, it would not have been 
attacked at once ? And so it is all through 
tho chapter. Tho Governtiient witidiold 
tho otliciiil eviiliMic,.' ; and they now hope 
to evade thedanuiing coiisotpunices of ils 
irrosiatiblo Conchisions^ by .sIi'mu- fal.so- 
hood — wholo.salo (li;iiial. Bat it won't 
do. A.s wo stated before, there aro not to 
bo found in all tho Province ton iuttdli- 
gent men who do cot thoroughly boli jvo 
them guilty, however Buccossful they 
may bavo been in evading legal convic- 
tion by covering up their tracks and con- 
maling tho truth. Such, at anyrate, is 
the impreBsioQ throughout tho oonutry; 
and it will require aomothing more than 
the bare denial of the inonl|>ated parties 
to do away with that impreBsion.

For 
uiiy bo<lj- woU ac'<iiiaiute(l witli tl.o Indian 
character can, wuliuuL fear uf contradic- 
tion, repeat for them o\or again 
what the able letter in tho 
Victoria Hlmiuard has candidly alllrmed, 
namely, thot tho Indians of this country, 
if thev arc persistently refused their just 
demands aud deprived of their lauds 
without any hope of redress from tho au- 
thoritios, lu.ty causa serious disturbances 
which it might bo impossible to suppress 
except at the cost of human life, and at a 
largo o.'spoudiluro of money. Do you 
think they will boliovo thi."; V or will they 
believe tbo statement of Father Oraudi- 
dior and oven tho Indian Commissioucr 
hiiusulf? Bath these gentlemen and 
inanj- others are perfectly convinced that 
as long as tho Indians aro treated witu 
manifoatinjustico in regard to their laiuls 
they will be discontented and dissiiliatied, 
which dissatisfaction may at any time 
break out into defiance of law and order 
liud cauHO oonaequonces which can only 
bo forseen with feelings of fear and hor- 
ror. Who knows, notwithstanding such 
coiumiinicitions and romanstnuuTH, but 
that our local Goveninieiit may liavi.' tho 
temerity and preauiiiption to take ujion 
tbemsolvoH tho reaj)ousibility of all that 
may happen and refuse to do anything to 
satisfy tho Indions and avert from us 
what will 80oner<or later end iu a disaa- 
trons ^ar! 

But, Mr. Editor, they live"withi!i tho 
range of Her Majesty's gun boats, and as 
such can easily afford to talk bravely 
without running any risk for themselves 
and their families, Aa pro bono puliliat 
tho very fact of their disreyard'uuj mvh an 
all-iijnportant matter proyea that it gives 
them very little concern, if thoy with 
their families and pro)5orty are safe, let 
tho rest take obanco. Jiut I ask you, if 
they themselves were living on a farm in 
tho upper country, far away from gun 
boat or any other j)rotectiou whatovsr, 
and surrounded by dissatisiied Indians, 
would they bo so brave ? I am one of the 
many living fur away from proleciiou of 
nil sorts, aud I beg to ask our Honorable 
OuardiiuBto do for us what undoubtedly 
thoy would do for thomselves if similarly 
situated, namely, to remove tho cause of 
danger whilo they have tho power and 
mean& of so doing. If, therefore, tho day 
is not far distant when the honest votjrs 
of tho JIainlaud will have a means of re- 
taliation , the people will thou let them 
kuow how they ajipreoiata their heartless 
■induct and policy toward the Indians 
and their disregard for protecting the 
whito settlers. 

It is all very fine for thoir organ tho 
Victoria Sinrntard to try to hood-wink the 
public by attributing (as it has already 
done) all to the parsimony and short- 
sigbtedDcss of the Dominion Government. 
But this people aro now a little too wide- 
awake to have dubt thfowii in their eyes 
in this m.mnor. Thoy kuow very well 
that although the Dominion Government | ^ 
has its sliort-coraiuga-in some rospoct.s, ' 
yet it is a positive fact tliat thoy aro dis- 
posed to be just and most liberal. Fur- 
ther still, they liave proved this policy to 
bo the case by the justice and generosity 
with which they have already settled in 
other places.all diiBoultios with the In- 
dians.

Joseph Drinkwater and jiarty, aud as 
that gentleman is, I believe, not a 
niouilicr of tlu; N. L'o'.vieliau' Council, 
i :i:n at a los:j to uuilcrstaud luiw ho 
coulil nio-\e a resolution in that body. 
For Hcvcral yoan iMr. Hibbard of 
Cheiuainus used tlio trail to drive 
lar;^c ilrovos of (tattle id and from 
Victoria.

UoW does tliisagrco with 
Mr. Duds' assertion tlmt no ono over 
travoUcd that wayV Is the btatciuent 
about Governor Trutch on a par with 
this? On good authority I am inform- 
ed that fifteen hundred dollars would 
bridge the Cowicliaii river above the 
Homonos ranch. Fifteen hundrod 
moro would mako a good road twelve 
feet wide to the school house on the 
bench, — three thousand dollars in 
all; is that double the sum of four 
thousand four liundred and ninety 
doliars, the aniuunt of tho contraot 
for the iiiits'i' Again, Mr. Dods slates 
thiiL wo have positively tho best road 
of the length iu the district. It so, 
how can it take at least double tlie 
amount of the present contract, hoiuo 
liino thousand dollars, to make two 
milos and a half of road with eany 
grades, and to bridge the Cowichaii 
Kivin? With such reckless assertion 
and inccurncy of statement I acarcoly 
wonder that Mr. Beaven has boon mis- 
led. At our annual road meeting^ the 
Legislative grant was apportioned to 
th(! various roads by votes, JlijO was 
voted. to our road contingent on tho 
trunk-road going by tho liats. Tho 
trunk-road is going by tlie flats, and 
that money belonged to our road. At 
tho meeting I am informed Mr. Dods 
asked my neighbour Mearns if that 
sum was sufficient for our road tho 
two now Bottlers were present. Why, 
if a new road was required for thom, 
was not the money voted in the regu- 
lar way? What right has Mr. Dods to 
deprive us of our road money? And 
if ho baa tho right, what is the uso of 
uioii travelling miles and losing arday, 
to have thoir votes overulcdV It 
looks like a perfect face. 

Out of tlioS150, SIO, moro orleaa, was 
expended on our roada. The balance 
Mr. Mearns requcsteiL<?.Ir. Dods to expend 
on the new CJut olT. It would shorten 
and make the new Kctllcrfi a good road. 1 
am infornicil llial .Mr. l.>. replied tliattlipiro 
could bo no objections to the money be- 
ing disposed of accoi'ding to Our w-ishos. 
Is not tlmt a promise':' We certainly 
have not got, tho money. As for Hli.irteii- 
iiig the nia.l two miles to these men, I 
cliaUcnge .Mr. Dods to chain it by way 
of the ilals, our road to be moasurcd by 
tho new tliit-olf, and if the road is that 
much shorter to IIk! landing] I will pay 
for tho chaining aud support my neigh- 
bours in getting siKdi a short ruaiT^ put 
throu;;h- <'n the road to tho landing, 
alinul half a mile from our house, 18 a 
(Milvcrt with a hole in it into which ono 
of my oxen got his foot, and if In- had 
liee.ii going fast or with a heavy loud, he 
would have broken hia leg. Tho hole 



further on is a bridge about 10 feet high, 
which, if vil ration is required, ha;i cer- 
tainly plenty of it; I con.sider it unsafe 
aud would wish to see it tested by a prac- 
tical man. Tiie culvert aud the bridge are 
part of last year 'a road work, togolher 
w ith an old deer pit on the road side, 
with some rotten stick pitched into it. 
At the apin-oatdi to the briilgo across the 
crook at Mr. ''Todd's place is a rather 
steep grade with a sharp turn. In rainv 
or frosty weather it is very slii)])ory, al- 
ready ono load and a sleigh have gone 
over the bridge into tho gully somo four 
or five feet, nearly' dragging the oxen 
with it. But I will trespass no further 
on your space, as those facts will suflice. 
I invito ini^pectiou of tho road. 

It is anui.iing to hoar of avoiding per- 
sonalities and dealing with facts from 
one who aociiae.s us of fabricating names 
to a mythical petition.

ARook^inthe Middle of the 
Atlantic Ocean- 



Ni;w York., October ^oili.— Tho 
"Sunday iMurcury" publishes to-day a 
rather sensational repor'c of a rock in 
the middle of the Atlalit c Ocean ns a 
solution to the mystery regarding the 
fate of the steamers City of Boston, 
ProRuk-nt, Pacific, I'liited Kiugdou, 
I'he Ismalia and otlicr vessels tiiat 
have never been hoard from after 
leaving port. Tho rock, it iippcurs, 
lies in lat. 10 N. and long'. 02° 18. 
It was discovered by Captain I'evasso, 
of tho hark. Torcia, which arrived at 
Queonstowu October tlio '2d from New- 
York. Captain Pevus.so makes, lho 
following report of his. . cliscoyeryi On 
the Dlh of September, at 3 p'. m., wind- 
north, very light and clear -weather, 
Willi sea perfectly smooth, observed 
on the horizon a large ro(dc, about 
four niiloBto windward, in lal. 40 N., 
Ion O'J ° 18 West. Ti-ied to beat up 
to it, butosviug to tho lightnoa of the 
pind could not do so. The i-ook lay 
north and south, and was of a reddish 
brown color. Di.scovered seaweed on 
it plainly with a glass. The dimen- 
sions ai-e a;) follows; I.iength, 100 mo- 
ires, 3 feet }]h inches per moire. On 
south pari lO" metres broad and about 
(! metres out of water, which was low. 
.Vbout 2:45 P.M. tho rdck- was bare, 
noitli, and wo laid bv.

-ID ' N.,long, &2- 
18 W. (.'aptaiu Pevasfio slates that 
ho has a chart of 1818, by Nonoyson, 
on board with this rock marked on it; 
but there are two dogrees difforence 
ill llic longiludo. This, ho says, ia 
accounted f(jr by the iucorrectnesH of 
tlie old chronoinetorn. He was sur- 
prised at not finding this rock on an 
English chart, by Wilson, dated 1872, 
and also on a French chart of lho same 
date, which lie liiis on bpard. Ho 
i fitatefi thai ho tried for fioundings, bill 
could got none iu the vicinity of the 
ruck. According to Captain Pevas- 
so's report, the rook is within a few- 
seconds of same degree as Now York 
is situated in, and on a straight line 
from west to east, lying ■♦ibout 550 
miles from our harbor, and directly in 
the course of ocean stciiuie-rs, in 
is known as the yoiilhern pas:iage.

monds the proposal to spend a'certain 
sum per annum on these works as far 
more likely to lead to satisfactory 
results than any altomptto accomplish 
tlie impracticable by a large inime- 
diato expenditure. If Mr.Mackenzic, 
ho says, had always lived amongst 
then: he could not more exactly have 
hit upon the wants aud capabilities of 
the country and its people.

This letter very frankly discloses a 
slate of affairs that may well inspire 
tho Government with caution.

Discovery at HorcuIauenm< 

An interesting discovery of a life- 
si/.ed female bust in pure silver has 
lalely boon mado at Horculaneum. 
The v.ork, according to an account 
given in tho "Patrie," is in a state 
of excellent preservation, and is t..o 
only specimen of its kind which has 
been found during the course of the 
excavations. .\l lirst the meterinl was 
tlioiiglit lo be only bronze, the action 
of the s;ilj)hiu- having somewhat al- 
tered the aiipearanco of the surface, 
and tho suiphato ot silver which has 
formed upon thai metal yielding a 
black color like that' found iu tho coin- 
moiiesl f:ort of material. The bust 
was removed to tho luusouin, w-he:i 
one of tliG koeiiers, stnick with the 
unusual Iouk of the bronze, scraped 
away a part of llie surface, and at 
once came upon the silver beneath. 
A discussion has ai'laen whether tho 
wiii'k was (uiL^inally cast or (diiseled, 
but tlicic soeniH no^v little doubt that 
lho loriiiei' hypothesis is correct. Tlio 
liead is lliiU of a Vdiing and beautiful 
woman; but asyol the features have 
not been identified with that of any 
other extant head.
